Where the Crippled Veterans Abide,

The Government tenderly cares for
its heroes living na well as dead, 1In
1866 w Soldiers’ Natiotinl Home was
established by net of Congress. A
board of nine managers was to estabe
lish one contral home and hospital
nfid as mauy branches as they thought
best.  Under this nuthority at length
seven homes were established, The
seven homes for disabled soldiers are,
respectively, the Enstern, Western,
Northwestern,  Southern, Central, |
Pacific sud Marion. The Eastern |
branch was the first one started. It
was organized at Augusts, Me, In|
November of 1860 this haven wu|
opened for all invalid United States |
soldiers from New York aud New
Eogland. A fountain of medicul |
water, called Togus Spring, Uows
here,

The Central Home is situated at
Dayton, Ohio. Here is one of the
most beantiful spots in the couniry,
though the grounds of all soldiers'
homes ore besutiful. The Dayton
Hoepital was the second one estab-
lished under the law of 1566, It is
the largest of ull the branches. 1t
oceupies a fortiln farm of G627 ncroa,
There nre over 4500 inmates in the
Duyton Home, From its loeation in
the eentre of the State it attrncts o
great Lumber,

The Northwestern Home is at Mil-
wankee, Wis, three miles from Lakeo
Michigan., It is on n picturesque and
romautie looking spot. The Northe
western Home was the thied one estabs |
lished., 'To insure its location the
Indies of Milwankeo raised £10,000
uned Donght the 440 nere farm on which
the buildings stand, They did it by
means of & sapitary fair,  In 1860 the
board of managers deeided to set go-
ing s soldiers’ home in the South, A
lovely, saiubriousloeation was selected, f
ot the ancient town of Hampton, Va,
The bLuildings look over the blue
waters of Hampton Roads, where the
battle was fought between the Merri-
mne and Momtor, 'The visitor to the |
Seythern Home will regard it as one
of the loveliest spots on earth. Ths
grovuds are exquisitely laid ont, The |

' Governor bas exerted bimself to en-

tertnin the battle-searrod veterans, A |
theatre has been provided for them. |
Traveling theatrical and coneert coms-
panivs regularly stop here and give
their programmes,  Guests from the
groat botel at OLl Poiont Comfort, offi-
cerd ond their fumilics from Fortress
Mouroe, nud residents of the villnges
Lerenbonts swell the audience. One
of the things that will nttract the visits
or's attention bicre uro the thousauds |
of woldicrs’ graves, in rows, with their |
little white bendstones. Whatevertho
men wers in lite, they are anlike now |
under the white headstones. There |
are 2700 veterans st the Southern |
Home,

During the lnst ten years thrca'
other homes have been opened, The
Western Home st Leavonworth, Kansas,
contains 2000 members; the Pacitlo |
Home at Santa Monies, Cal., 800, and
the Marion Home, at Marion, lund.,
